Resolved, By the Executive Committee 
of the National Silver Committee that the 
American Bimetallic League and the Na- 
tional Bimetallic Union be requested to 
join with this organization in calling a 
conference for the third Tuesday of Decem- 
ber, 1895, at the city of Chicago, III., to 
take action in formulating a plan for hold- 
i a national convention to nominate can-

Thus, by law, or by its 
charter, the Bank of England is required 
to purchase all gold bullion, all light weight 
gold coin and all foreign gold coin pre- 
sented at the bank at the fixed rate, or 
value, of £ 178 dd per ounce—or in our 
money $18.92. As the Bank of England 
is the great clearing-house of the world 
and the financial institution of the British 
empire, this fixes the price of gold per- 
manently for the world. The only varia- 
tion in price is that of exchange, or ship- 
ment. Anyone can now readily understand 
why gold shipments from America are 
sometimes active and sometimes  sus- 
pended.
